1. I am a patent attorney duly licensed to practice before the U.S. Patent & Trademark Office 
under Reg. 3 1 , 947, I represent the applicant Billy Pak Rabello in connection with the above* 
referenced application, 

2. I never received the "Notice To File Corrected Application Papers" dated May 25, 2001 . On 
May 25, 2001, my address was 151 Corona Avenue, Long Beach, California 90803. The Notice 
was correctly addressed; however, I did not receive it. 

3. On September 25, 2001 , 1 moved to my current address. However, as ihe Notice to Correct 
the Application papers was mailed prior to my move, the change in address did not cause the 
problem.
